The announcement of the FCC’s Vanity callsign program 
came about largely because a few QCWaAers kept pestering the FCC over the 
years for some sort of legislation to allow holders of previously held callsigns 
a method of re obtaining them. In the Chapter Reports section you will read 
about how members of Chapter 184 assisted students of Gardens Elementary 
School in Pasadena, Texas during their contact with one of the Shuttle 
missions. 

Most importantly, however, is the lead story. “QCWaAer, Students 
Reach for Space” tells how one QCWAer, Jerome Doerrie, KS5IS, working 
alongside Bobette, NSUDH, his physics teacher wife, developed a program of 
balloon Iaunches that has become a teaching instrument for the physics 
students at Perryton, Texas, High School. 

On a chilly, blustery, February Saturday morning a group of students, 
parents, teachers and well-wishing fellow ham radio operators gathered on the 
practice field of Perryton High. From there they launched two weather 
balloons carrying an Amateur Radio transmitter payload and then for over 
three hours tracked them across the panhandles of Texas and Oklahoma. 

The lessons learned by the students were uncountable. How about 
weather. How about radio wave propagation. How about ... well, you read the 
article and figure out some more for yourself. 16

Vanity Calls are Here...Well, Almost. 

As mentioned above, the FCC has announced a program of Vanity Callsigns. What it means to us is that we can eventually 
apply for a previously held callsign, or that of a deceased family member. I say eventually because as of publication of this issue of 
the JOURNAL the release date of the first gate (the one which we will enter) is still pending. The FCC is awaiting the approval of the 
form (610-V) by the Office of Management and Budget. Such approval is expected sometime in May. 

What is available right now is the ability to apply for a new club callsign. If your Chapter does not have a club callsign, then 
your Chapter must apply for one and be issued one before it can apply for a memorial callsign, one which was previously held by one 
of your Silent Keys. The effective date for this regulation was March 24, 1995. 

In order to make application, you must use FCC form 610-B (a copy of it is reprinted elsewhere in this issue of the 
JoOuRNAL). Because the present form is only used for renewal, you must write in the word “New” in the callsign box at the top of the 
form (item1). 

The current FCC regulations deem that a bona fide club is one that consists of two members and has a constitution. 
Therefore, all active Chapters of QCWA are eligible to apply for a club callsign. 

Your club’s initial callsign will be issued from the current group D (Novice). After you obtain your call and when the gate is 
opened for your trustee’s class of license then you can apply for a memorial callsign. 

The best source for knowing when the gates will be open should be the ARRL bulletins broadcast on W1AW and carried on 
most Packet networks. 

We owe a lot to the leadership of QCWA, both past and present, for their tireless work in making it possible to re obtain our 
previously held calls and for our Chapters to obtain a memorial callsign thereby honoring a Silent Key.

When a student first encounters one of these design 
challenges, shock occurs. Now, active, applied learning has to 


take place. No longer is memorization the way to a good grade. 


The teacher as the “fount of knowledge” is being replaced by 
the teacher as a director of learning. 

The Perryton High School “Reach for Space” weather 
balloon project was created as a design challenge that was 
submitted in a contest for innovative teaching ideas sponsored 
by the American Association of Physics Teachers. “Reach for 


Space” was selected as the national second place winner and 
received a modest cash award. 

The members of the Top of Panhandle Amateur Radio 
Club have been helping with the balloon project, but as a small 
club we often are short on the number of hams needed for the 
chase teams. This fall, members of the physics classes were 
invited to become licensed and join in on the fun. The students 
have permission to hold a flight on a school day, so February 
18th had been set as a practice flight to start getting everything 
ready for the “big” school day event. 


The Flight (From The Log Of The Flight Director; All 
Times Are Local) 


7:30 AM: Seems like it was a short night. Stayed up until 2:30 
AM building little four element Yagi antennas for 2 meters, 
visiting, and doing last minute items on the payload package. 
This morning soldered the coax to the driven elements. 
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8:00 AM: Telephone weather service for this morning’s flight 
data on winds aloft from their 6 AM balloon flight. Grab 
something for breakfast—almost too excited to eat—and start 
loading stuff. 


8:30 AM: Head out for school. Reflect back on previous 
launches. We have learned to avoid the use surplus balloons, as 
the rubber has a short shelf life and gets brittle. Discovered that 
balloons come in different sizes and we had extra large—takes 
lots of helium. Now we purchase Toltex balloons from Kaymont 
Consolidated. Today will be using a smaller size that is rated to 
40-45,000 feet altitude. Appreciate that Hoechst-Celanese 
donates the helium! 


Teachers, students, parents, and well-wishing hams gather in 
the physics room during last minute preparations for the 
balloon launch, Among QCWAers present are: YL Editor 

Carol King, KSCPZ (center, back to camera) and National 

Director Milly Wise, WSOVH (right adjacent to Carol). 


8:40 AM: Turn on 2 meter FM rig and connect the 146.82 MHz 
repeater to the Caprock Intertie system. This covers the upper 
Texas and Oklahoma panhandles. Chat a minute with Bart, 
NZ5T, enroute from 80 miles east. Gas up and get to school 
9:05. 

Open school, have Orville, KCSAQW, and his fourth 
grade nephew Carmen arrive. Carmen asks, “Are we using a 
baked potato again?” We used a baked potato once to help keep 
the payload warm in the -50° F of the upper atmosphere. They 
help carry in the 24 inch diameter parachute and string 
assembly. Below the parachute is an embroidery hoop, so that 
the parachute will be sure to open as it falls. If the connecting 
strings get twisted, it becomes a big problem to get straightened 
out later. There is a swivel attached above the top of the 
parachute and one attached below the hoop ring so that some of 
the twisting action of the balloons will not affect the payload. 


9:20 AM: Call FAA. Since the payload is under six pounds and 
we use string that has a 50 pound or under breaking point, the 
FAA gives us the green light to launch. 


9:30 AM: Plug in hot glue gun. The ham couple, Mike, 
KBSYRL, and Nancy, KC5ADB, arrive. Put Nancy to task of 
making up string that connects radar reflector to payload, Hot 
glue all knots. 


9:40 AM: Someone unrolls about 15 feet of aluminum foil and 
starts to put tape on the edges to strengthen it. Have Mike plot 
projected course on map. Announce that it looks like we will be 
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going to Kansas! Proposed recovery to be 68 air miles at 60 
degrees. This is a mile north of the Kansas state line and 2 
miles east of highway 23 out in some grassland. Contact Steve, 
ABSIX, tell him to wait at home as balloons will be coming his 
way. 


9:50 AM: Inspect parachute, ring, payload, have dipole 
antennas taped to string, attach radar reflector. Answer many, 
many questions. Newspaper photographer arrives. Chat with 
Marty, KBSYRM, on repeater, say we are running behind 
schedule, now estimate launch to be 10:30 AM. 


The payload consists of three transmitters (10 meters, 2 
meters, and commercial FM broadcast band). Also shown is 
the roll of the 15 feet of aluminum foil used as a radar 


reflector. 


10:00 AM: Start the processional of moving out to launch site. 
Lots of picture taking, video cameras, and more questions and 
have people carrying parachute, ring—watch the strings...don’t 
twist it—payload, radar reflector, gee, the whole mess is now 
some 50 feet long! 


10:05 AM: Make it to practice field and lay payload, etc. out on 
ground so we can start filling the balloons. Have Torri and 
David put on latex gloves as we try to avoid touching the 
balloons with our bare hands. Something about the oil from our 
skin is not the best thing. Start filling the first balloon, a little 
300 gram that is red in color. Answer more questions. Hello, 
wind. 


10:15 AM: Make mental note to self to have stuff in a fishing 
tackle box so as to avoid having to run back to vehicle for each 
item. Attempt to measure lift of the balloon with digital fish 
scales. Add more gas. Have neck of balloon put through a loop 
of string, fold balloon neck back onto itself and tape well. 
Meanwhile, balloon fights everyone around it and tries all kinds 
of antics. 


10:20 AM: Start filling second balloon. Haven’t tried two 
before, wonder how and if it will work? Holler at club president 
John ABSNS, “Hey, John, plug in the electronics on the 
payload.” It would really be cute to launch and to have forgotten 
to turn on the beacons. The 146.82 MHz starts up fine: The 
28.332 MHz starts chirping away. The 88 MHz wireless FM 
mike starts doing its thing. Feel relief. 


10:27 AM: Get students to handle the balloons and payload. 
Have Joe, N6CL, and others taking lots of pictures. Milly,

WSOVH, from El Paso is helping hold onto the radar reflector 
along with about five more people. Carol, KSCPZ, and Jennifer, 
KASWM,J, are present. Get whole crew moved more to the west 
and items in line with the wind. Tell everyone to run with the 
wind and let go of their items so as not to have any jerks in the 
balloon system. We launch on the count of three. 


10:29 plus AM: Shout “one” “two”... “three!” at 10:30. 
Balloons start out and do fine until reaching the payload, 
payload does not jerk, it fact it is going at same height, now the 
radar reflector drags along on the ground. Watch my language 
and mutter something about not enough lift. Radar reflector 
catches on cable fence that is at edge of practice field. Before 
anyone can react and grab, it tears off and balloons continue 
towards school building. Run after balloons. Too slow, balloons 
just clear roof and continue to catch in a pine tree. Think 
appropriate words that can say aloud. 


10:32 AM: Balloons and package jerk free of tree and the flight 
is under way. Pray that it will clear the electrical lines! Prayers 
answered! 


10:35 AM: Start passing out beams and radios. Wow, we start 
out with eight chase teams. Make note, next time to have 
equipment passed out before launch. Balloons will not reach 
burst altitude. Long day! 


11:30 AM: Stop at quick stop in Booker. Take reading. Inspect 
facilities. Balloons overhead and slowly moving east. 


12:00 Noon: Just east of Darrouzett, take reading. Balloons just 
slightly south of us and continuing on a basically east course. 


12:30 PM: At the quick stop in Follett find several chase teams 
ordering sandwiches. Make note, require sack lunches in the 
future. Take reading; balloons just east of town still drifting 
eastwardly. Inspect facilities and get a sandwich. Come back 
out, where did all the wind come from? Oh boy, a trough is 
blowing through. This is not going to be fun. Balloons start out- 
racing us. 


1:10 PM: Have five chase teams arrive together at dead end of 
Highway 15 east of Follett. Thrill, we are now in Oklahoma. 
Have four take a reading. Surprise, all four get the same results. 
75 degrees on map and 30 degrees elevation. First and last time 
that any two readings were in agreement for the day. Send two 
teams two miles south to road that heads east to Fargo, say 
“follow balloon”. Rest of us go north three miles and head east. 


1:20 PM: Count beeps in ten seconds to determine temperature. 
Beeps starting to speed up, so balloons are now on the way 
down. Getting conflicting reports from the stations that have 
joined us on the repeaters. Steve KCSBIL, a student at 
Mooreland, Oklahoma has heard us and joins in the chase. 


1:45 PM: The ten meter 50 milli watt signal has held in strong 


all day. The watt and a half two meter signal is getting weaker. 
Take reading from Lake Supply-still 75 degrees on map and 25 
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degrees elevation. Beeps getting faster, it’s coming down! Sent 
NZST on to get north of Fort Supply. 


2:00 PM: Larry, KOCIO, has just lost the signals. Getting 
weaker at KASAAE’s, then lost at 2:01 PM. Still hearing ten 
meters strong, two meters is very weak. Miss turnoff in Fort 
Supply. Now where is the road going north? Miss it again, go 
north on west side of town. Find a high spot and slam on 
breaks, jump out and signal disappears before getting a two 
meter reading. Now we get to drive out the countryside, hoping 
that payload is close enough to a road that we will hear it. 
NZST an” KCSBIL start the search. Wish for GPS on balloon. 


2:05 PM: Declare the balloon flight over. Consider the 
conflicting data and start the systematic area-wide search. High 
school students really excited! 


Shawn: “I enjoyed the chase most!” 

David: “I really enjoyed driving to try to keep ahead of the 
balloon. It was nice to have Milly, WSOVH, with us.” 
Brandon: “ I thought is was neat how we used a little box 
attached to the balloons to track it during the chase.” 
Torri: “We all had a lot of fun. As K@CIO, said, ‘It is 
addictive’. You need and want to find the balloon!” 


2:45 PM: Find the other chase teams at the quick stop in Fargo, 
Oklahoma. Debrief, gather in equipment, check facilities. 

Head back to Perryton for a VE examination session at 4:00 
PM. 


Epilog 

Flight six lasted 215 minutes, reaching an altitude of 
some 14,000 feet. The payload is probably some six to eight 
miles east of Fort Supply near where the North Canadian River 
turn south. No roads in this area. Maybe a pilot will soon spot it 
for us. 

You can join in the fun on Saturday and Sunday 
mornings by monitoring 7.230 MHz for Colorado and 7.155 
MHz for Texas balloon launches. All groups welcome signal 
reports and QSL cards. 

Better yet, adopt a teacher and become involved with 
adding ham radio to another classroom. One person can make a 
difference. You can help spread the Power of One!

A Vanity Callsign System Announced 

On April 21, 1994 QCWA commented to the FCC 
concerning its proposal for a Vanity Callsign System. QCWA’s 
remarks said in part: 

“QCWA is primarily concerned about the many 
Amateur Radio licensees who were required to surrender their 
old callsigns when they moved to another call area, per the 
Commission’s rules at that time. However, when this was no 
longer a requirement, there was no vehicle for re obtaining the 
lost call because the Commission was now systematically issuing 
callsigns. When this point was discussed with Commission 
personnel several years ago, there was very little sympathy 
shown for those who had lost their identity, if you will, by the 
prior action. In fact, the comment was made that Radio 
Amateurs have an obsession with call signs! 

“Yes, there is a binding relationship for many with call 
letters they have been assigned through the years. Many of those 
who ‘lost’ the earlier call would be extremely happy to have the 
old call back. Undoubtedly, there are others who have been 
content with the luck of the draw when the required change was 
put into effect. It is for the former group that the QCWA is 
requesting special consideration under the new ‘Vanity Call’ 
system, as the only avenue which can achieve the results desired 
. . Te obtaining that call which was once taken away.” 

As explained below, the Commission has responded to 
QCWA’s request and developed a method for re obtaining one’s 
previously held callsign through a system of “starting gates”. 
Below is the text of the FCC news release dated January 24, 
1995. 


“Commission Amends Amateur Service Rules To Implement 
A Vanity Call Sign System (Pr Docket 93-305). 

“In recognition of the strong sense of identity among 
amateur operators that is grounded in the callsigns of their 
stations, the Commission has decided to offer a vanity call sign 
system to the amateur service community. The Commission will 
also resume issuing new club and military recreation station 
licenses. The Commission said these actions are fundamental to 
its commitment to putting the needs of people first in providing 
services that they want. 

“Each new amateur station licensed by the FCC is 
assigned a unique call sign. An automated process selects the call 
sign in accordance with the sequential call sign system. Until 
recently, the Commission unable to accommodate the many 
thousands of requests for call signs of the licensees choice. The 
Commission stated that one of its many steps in reinventing 
Government is to implement new licensing processing 
capabilities that make it practicable to grant such requests. 

“The Commission will implement the new system by 
using a series of four “starting gates.” Gate One would allow a 
previous holder of a call sign to apply for that call sign or, where 
the holder is deceased, a relative could apply. Gate Two would 
allow the 66,000 Amateur Extra Class operators, who have 
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passed the most difficult license 
examinations, to apply. Gate 
Three would allow the 112,000 
Advanced Class operators who 
have passed the second most 
diMficult license examinations, to 
apply; and Gate Four would open 
the system to any licensee, 
including a club station license 
trustee applying for the call sign 
of a deceased former holder. The 
Commission will announce the 
opening of each gate by a Public : 
Notice. The first gate will open as soon as the new application 
form, FCC Form 610-V, is available and the Commission’s 
licensing facility prepared to begin processing the applications. 

“With respect to new club station licenses, the 
Commission stated that persons not already holding station 
license must first apply for and receive a license before filing an 
application with the fee collection contractor requesting that the 
license be modified to show a vanity call sign. However, the 
Commission will begin accepting applications for new club and 
military recreation station licenses on the date the Report and 
Order in this proceeding becomes effective. (Ed. note: This date 
was March 24, 1995.)

Reallocations near 2.4 GHz 

The most recent Commission action was a Notice of 
Proposed Rulemaking issued on November 8th, 1994. In the 
NPRM the FCC acknowledged arguments from the Amateur 
Community concerning the impact of the proposed allocations on 
amateur activities in the sub-bands involved, which are shared by 
amateurs on a secondary, non-interference basis. 

The ARRL filed comments and reply comments on the 
NPRM, which are summarized in the January 12 issue of the 
ARRL Letter. 

In its Comments, filed on December 19, 1994, the 
League asked that the Amateur Service be given primary 
allocation status in the band 2402-2417 MHz, and that it be 
given at least co-primary status between 2390 and 2400 MHz. 
The League said that a previous government study had 
recommended the 2400-2402 MHz segment for amateur use, and 
that it would be desirable to make the entire segment 2390 to 
2450 MHz amateur primary. 

Reply Comments were filed by the League on January 3, 
1995. They said that, with few exceptions, comments filed by 
others did not respond to the Commission’s questions regarding 
the compatibility of the proposed commercial service with the 
amateur or other services. (The FCC had proposed maintaining a 
secondary allocation for the amateur service in all or part of this 
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spectrum or, to make the amateur service primary user in a 
portion of this spectrum while either maintaining a secondary 
allocation in the remaining portions of the bands or eliminating 
the other portions from the amateur service) 

The FCC also sought comments on “the ability of 
various radio services to share spectrum with the amateur 
service”. The League, in its reply comments, said that the bulk of 
comments filed were “absolutely silent” on the effect of a new 
proposed use on the amateur service. 

Space limitations do not permit repeating the remainder 
of the Reply Comments. 

An editorial in the February 1995 issue of OST 
magazine relates this particular action to the ongoing program of 
auctioning assignments. The editorial says in part: “With so 
much money chasing so little spectrum, it isn’t surprising that 
some folks who have little understanding of the radio spectrum 
are proposing to extend a reasonable idea in an unreasonable 
direction. Not content to use the auction as an assignment tool, 
they want to use it also to make allocations decisions.” After 
citing a Heritage Foundation comment that “radio spectrum 
management . .. should be removed from the statute books” the 
editorial goes on to ask, “Is every spectrum allocation decision to 
be made by using commercial value as a surrogate for the public 
interest? If so, the danger to Amateur Radio (and a host of other 
vital services) should be obvious.” 

The editorial concludes “Auctions as an assignment tool 
for some radio services, where their use is appropriate, is an idea 
whose time has come. Auctions as an allocations tool is an idea 
best left on the cutting room floor. 

(Note: Your editor lauds the League for its forthright 
stand. Not only is auctioning allocations a bad idea, but it might 
be at odds with the regulatory objectives of the International 
Telecommunication Union, of which the United States is a 
member.) 


Spread Spectrum 

The FCC has just renewed the Special Temporary 
Authority (STA) that allows unrestricted use of spread spectrum 
emissions from six meters and up in the amateur bands, 
according to an item in W5YI Report of January 15th, from 
which the following is taken. 

This STA was originally granted three years ago to 
Robert Buaas, K6KGS, and has been renewed each year. This 
latest renewal is significant in that it has no expiration date. 

Spread spectrum technology can multiplex many low- 
power QSOs by hopping among frequencies in a list and by 
combining the data to be transmitted with fast codes. Much of 
the world’s commercial mobile and military communication 
systems are embracing spread spectrum, especially for cellular 
systems. 

The STA authorizes work with spreading schemes and 
codes, power levels and various hardware implementations not 
otherwise permitted by Part 97, Much of the development has 
been performed with direct sequence and frequency hopping 
systems in the heavily populated 2 meter band in Southern 
California, demonstrating robustness and lack of significant 
interference. K6KGS plans more experiments in the six meter 
band. 


QCWA Journal 


Amateurs from the digital community have long been 
interested in revising Part 97 to permit more choices for hams in 
the spread spectrum technologies and codes they may use. We 
understand that a Petition for Rulemaking to that effect is in 
preparation. 

The FCC renewal says in part: “. . . the STA and 
waivers granted May 26, 1993, are extended until completion of 
your data communications experiments. All other conditions of 
the May 23, 1993 authorization will remain in effect. 


Bill Grenfell, W4GF a Silent Key 

William A. (Bill) Grenfell, W4GF, died on January 27, 
1995 at the age of 82, after a long illness. Bill was the editor of 
the FCC Highlights column in Autocall from 1971 until the fall 
of 1991, when he had to give it up due to poor health. 

Bill’s career with the FCC began in 1940 when he took 
the examination for Federal Radio Inspector and trained in 
monitoring techniques at the Portland, Oregon monitoring 
station. He was then assigned to Seattle, WA as an Assistant 
Monitoring Officer for the FCC Radio Intelligence Division. In 
1941 he was transferred back to Portland as the Radio Inspector. 
This position covered all classes of radio inspection, including 
ships, broadcast stations, and Amateurs on occasion. 

When World War II came along, Bill joined the Navy as 
a Lieutenant J.G. He completed his radio and radar training at 
MIT, where he graduated first in his class, and earned a full 
stripe. Next came two stripes and a tour of duty at Navy’s Bureau 
of Aeronautics in Washington, DC 

In 1946 Bill left military aeronautics and returned to the 
FCC as a radio engineer assigned to the Commission’s 
Frequency Allocation Division. In 1952 he became Chief of the 
Amateur Branch of the Amateur and Citizens Radio Division, 
where he ably guided the course of Amateur Radio in the US 
until he retired in 1971. 

Bill learned the code from the Boy Scout Handbook 
back in 1926. He was first licensed in 1930 as W7GE. In 1931 he 
upgraded to a Class A license and got on phone. After earning a 
BSEE at the University of Oregon in 1935, Bill worked for the 
Washington State Highway and Police Departments as a radio 
technician, responsible for all outside maintenance and 
installation. 

Bill’s ham activities were legend. His first rig was a 210 
oscillator with a slop jar rectifier. With this equipment he was 
soon an active traffic handler and avid contester and DXer. He 
took part in five separate DXpeditions to Curacao, and many of 
us enjoyed his photography and talk shows of these trips. He was 
a member of the Potomac Valley Radio Club since 1953, serving 
as Secretary and Treasurer, and then President in 1955. He was a 
member of the A-1 Operator’s Club; the First Class Operator’s 
Club (FOC) and the FOC of England; and held WAC, DXCC 
and WAZ Awards. He was a Life Member of the ARRL and an 
Assistant Director of the Roanoke Division; a Life Member of 
QCWA,; President of Washington DC Chapter 23, QCWA; and 
the first President of Vic Clark (Northern Virginia) Chapter 91 
of QCWA. He held an Extra class amateur license; was also an 
active pilot; held a private pilot’s license with instrument rating; 
and owned his own aircraft. 

Those of us who knew Bill mourn an outstanding 
amateur and a fine gentleman.

“Naw, Charlie, I just thought. . .

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Besides it’s nice and short and snappy. 
Better for contests. So I asked for this 
one.” 

“Since when did your call do you 
any good in a contest? Not with that 
signal you got .. . ha!” 

“Well look, this call’s just about 
the same as old ‘ISQ.’ I just dropped a 
‘dah’ in the first letter and dropped three 
‘dits’ out of the suffix. Saves all that 
keyin’ time.”

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The Commercial Radio License—Do it Before July!

operator licenses, better hit the books before this coming 

July. Major changes in the commercial radio test question 
pool will turn a relatively easy test into a major brain-thumper. 
Worse yet, there won’t be any study materials for the new test 
until the end of the year. 

The commercial general radio operator’s license is the 
FCC ticket necessary for performing maintenance on marine 
and aviation two-way radios, as well as the radar endorsement 
exam necessary for maintaining land and marine radar 
systems, plus the rules exam for talking over certain ship and 
aircraft radio systems where passengers are carried for hire. 

The commercial radio operator license was originally 
called radiotelephone-first class license, radiotelephone-second 
class license, and radiotelephone-third class permit. Back in 
the old days, the third class ticket allowed you to speak over 
certain broadcast stations and aboard boat stations. The second 
class license was necessary to work on boat radios and aircraft 
equipment, and in the old days the first class ticket was 
necessary for the adjustment of AM and FM/TV broadcast 
stations. 

In 1984, that all changed—the FCC dropped the 
requirements for any commercial license to work on land 
mobile radio equipment, like business band radio, police radio, 
CB radio, and radio control. They also rolled up the first and 
second class radiotelephone licenses into a new lifetime 
general radiotelephone operator license. The third class 
radiotelephone permit, along with the broadcast station 
endorsement, was also canned. However, the commercial 
general radiotelephone operator license (old first or second 
class ticket) was still required to work on aircraft radios, 
marine radios, and powerful shortwave broadcast radios. Also, 
the marine radio operator permit (old third class) was still 
required by operators aboard boats carrying passengers for 
hire, and certain aviation and marine shore-side radio stations. 

Even though the FCC “delicensed” the need for the 
commercial radio operator’s permit for domestic radios, they 
were still overwhelmed by the number of applicants wanting to 
take the exams, plus the fact that the exams were terribly out of 
date, and major cutbacks in their budget loomed ahead. The 
FCC needed out, and looked at how well the amateur radio 
volunteer examination system was handling the requirement 
for obtaining the amateur radio ticket. 

Just one year ago, the FCC turned over the general 
radiotelephone and radiotelegraph testing business over to 
“colems”—commercial operator license examination manager 
organizations. Nine colems would manage the test question 
pools and begin giving the commercial FCC tests for the 
following FCC commercial licenses:

It’s been over a year since the colems have assisted 
with coming up with the original test questions for each of 
these license grades, and a year since the colems have been 
actively administrating the exams. The program has worked 
superbly with volunteer examiners giving the commercial 
exams almost everywhere in the country on an almost every- 
week basis. 

The most popular examinations were the general 
radio operator license with ship radar endorsement. Only one 
test preparation book was available for the first year that 
covered every question, every answer, and a description of how 
the correct answer was arrived at--and I am happy to say that I 
am the author of that book available through all Radio Shack 
stores. The book is now in its second printing and still 
continues to be the only source of all of the questions, answers, 
and a description of how the right answer is calculated. 

The radiotelegraph questions were not a big hit 
because most US ships have dropped radiotelegraph equipment 
in favor of the new global marine distress safety system 
satellite gear. So radiotelegraph didn’t get much play last year, 
even though a 6-tape code course specifically for 
radiotelegraph Elements 1-4 is available from this author 
(Gordon West, 714-549-5000), 

The global marine distress safety system exams were 
few and far between because there was absolutely no study 


material available for the tests, and only a few ships in the 
United States were looking for GMDSS accredited radio 
operators. 

Without question, the most exams given were for the 
general radio operator license Elements 1 and 3 along with 
Element 8 for ship radar endorsement. 

The technical question pool for GROL was hastily 
pulled together due to an extremely short period for colems to 
develop the initial question pool. The big contributor was 
WSYI VEC, one of the country’s biggest amateur radio test- 
givers who is also accredited as a commercial colem. Over 80 
percent of the Element 3 test questions came out of the 
amateur radio Advanced and Extra 
class question pools. This gave hams 
who were Advanced and Extra class 
operators an easy go at re-studying 
those ham questions, and passing rules 
and regulations Element 1 and the 
technical Element 3. Almost all used 
the Gordon West Radio Shack book. 

The radar Element 8 was 
another matter--the test questions came 
from all over the place, and some of the 
test questions were as old as the 
operator submitting them dealing with 
ancient radar where images were seen 
as a horizontal line on an old 
phosphorous oscilloscope. There were 
copious mentions of Loran A, and the 
Loran A navigation system that has 
little to do with radar was turned off 
over 20 years ago! And some of the 
other radar questions were so complex 
that even your scientific calculator 
would at times hiccup. Nonetheless, the 
Gordon West explanations on the radar 
question pool were developed and are 
now available from the author (714- 

549-5000) as the only explanations out 
there specifically addressed to the 
present Element 8 radar question pool. 


Big Change this July 

Despite the FCC getting out of 
the commercial licensing business, they 
were still responsible for seeing that the 
question pools were indeed valid and 
best reflect the subject material, and the 
FCC was also the only agency issuing 
the actual license once the test results 
were turned in to them in Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania, They received so many 
comments from marine radio and 
aviation radio technical experts that the 
Element 3 was nothing more than a re- 
warmed ham test, they decided to let 
colems and all interested parties review 
all of the test question pools; send in 
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their comments, complaints, and suggestions for better 
questions; and change all of the question pools this coming 
July 1995. 

This July all of the written commercial question pools 
will reflect new updated questions. Most of the Element 3 
amateur radio questions will be thrown out, and new brain- 
busters introduced. Element 1 rules won’t change much 
because rules are rules. The Element 8 radar questions will be 
completely revised, and their complexity will probably remain 
the same if not slightly reduced in necessary calculations. 

Radiotelegraph written exams and GMDSS written 
examinations will change slightly, but nothing will change as_ 
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much as Element 3. And Element 3 is the big one that is 
required for most of the other licenses, and Element 3 is the 
main question pool for the general radio operator’s license. 

The new question pool won’t be released to the public 
until a few weeks before the new questions go into effect. 
When the new pool is released, it will take book publishers, 
including yours truly as an author, time to review the 
questions, come up with an explanation of the correct answer, 
and publish the book by December of this year. There won’t be 
many folks passing the GROL from July to December without 
proper study materials, and it takes at least 6 months for study 
materials to get into stores throughout the country. 


Best Advice—Test Now 

The question pools won’t rotate until July of this year. 
If ever you wanted to test for the written based on amateur 
radio-type questions, now’s the time to do it. In one month a 
licensed ham could get up to speed on passing the test. In 
about 60 days, the radio enthusiast could get through the books 
and prepare for the test without much problem. 


QCWA JOURNAL Book Review: 


Radio Shack anticipates a sell-out of their remaining 
stock of current GROL test preparation books written by yours 
truly, along with Fred Maia, W5YI. They believe, as Fred and 
I do, that there will be a literal run for the books as being the 
only ones in the country that reflect the present test question 
pool, and folks throughout the country will want to take the 
test before the exam gets infinitely more complex. 

So if ever you wanted the commercial general radio 
operator’s license, Elements 1, 3, and 9 should be taken before 
July with the study materials along with a description of how 
the correct answers were arrived at in a Q and A and 
description format.

Lew McCoy on Antennas

‘ ), ] ell, this is the first attempt to review a book as an 
amateur, and risk the criticism that can come from 

opening one’s yap! But when I talked 
enthusiastically to Big Jim Walsh about Lew McCoy’s new 
book, Lew McCoy on Antennas, he drew down on me and 
forced me to the computer where I am writing this now. The 
pistol is small, but well oiled and you just never know about 
people! 

What got me in trouble with Big Jim was my 
comment that I had read Lew’s book (well, I don’t know Mr. 
McCoy, but what read by and about him, I am guessing that is 
the way he prefers to be addressed) cover to cover twice and 
was getting ready to read it again and this time mark it up 
and take notes. 

This is a great introductory book for the newcomer, 
or the amateur looking for a good reference source on 
antennas, for experimenting with wires, or looking for some 
information about antennas that are unfamiliar, or just 
general reading on antennas. And hey, there are specific 
recommendaiions on types of antennas, brand names, and 
Lew’s experiences with the antenna or the antenna problem. 

Now I have read any number of books and articles on 
antennas. From the beginning, I have found antennas and 
antenna problems the most interesting part of the hobby. With 
a small lot filled with tall fir trees, you name a wire antenna 
and I have either used it or considered it, 

My wife likes to travel to the coast and walk the 
beaches. Not my favorite travel spot, until I learned about 
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end-fed long wires, the Transmatch, and how effective one 
can operate from a motel room on the second floor, or even 
better, the coastal motel with a flag pole just outside the room 
door. 

OK OK, Walsh says to get to reviewing and quit 
yapping Well, first of all, the book is arranged in the correct 
manner; i.e. first things first, starting with well written 
chapters on antennas, SWR, what matching and modern 
transceivers are all about, transmatches, and then the 
specifics of specific types of antennas. And that is from wires 
to dipoles to beams to mobile antennas. 

You say you have an interest in a particular type of 
antenna or type of installation problem? Well, there is either 
good information waiting for you, or a reference to other 
publications for information. My current interest is in quads, 
and you will find lots of practical background information of 
quads in the book, including an article on a SQUAD 
developed by Paul Carr, N4PC. 

The best aspect of Lew’s book for me, is that he 
regularly drops in his practical thoughts on a real life solution 
to an antenna problem, and veritable nuggets by someone 
who has forgotten more than I will ever know on antennas. 

Hey. Get this book and read it,... and read it again.... 
and again! This is a permanent addition to your antenna 
library.

A Part Of History

bombing run and had turned toward home base. It was a 

rough ride because of the thick flack from the anti-aircraft 
guns positioned for miles around the heavily fortified target. 
The bomb-bay doors were still open, because shortly after the 
“bombs away” call from up in the nose, the intercom had 
crackled with an urgent “two still hanging in the racks” 
shouted by the radio operator. The pilot leveled out as best he 
could in the turbulence of the frequent, too-close bursts of the 
flack. “Better go check it out, Dave,” he calmly ordered the 
bombardier navigator over the intercom. 

Unplugging the heating cables from his bulky flight 
suit, Dave began sweating a little in spite of the minus 55 
degree temperature in the unheated aircraft. He knew what he 
was about to face. He disconnected from the main oxygen 
supply, connected a portable oxygen bottle to his face mask, 
squirmed out of his cramped position at the bombsight and 
made his way back to the bomb bay. 

Dave’s heart skipped a couple of beats, for just as 
reported, there were two 500 pound self-arming bombs 
hanging from nose shackles, with fins down, swinging in the 
slipstream and the turbulence. He looked closely at the small 
props back in the fin structure. Both were spinning, and no 
doubt had been spinning since the attempted release! Those 
were the arming devices, normally changing the bomb from a 
deactivated state to a contact explosive after the bomb was on 
its way down—the small propellers set in motion as the bomb 
fell and arming after a preset number of revolutions. 

Dave was certain that those props had been spinning 
in the slipstream too long. The bombs were activated—and 
deadly! They had to be released. Their B-17 had received 
flack damage on virtually every mission, and one small piece 
of flack hitting one of those bombs would blow them out of 
the sky. Even if they made it through without some kind of 
impact, they couldn’t land in that condition. 

Dave stood at the edge of the huge open bay and 
looked at the steps leading down to the small, narrow catwalk 
running the length of the bomb bay between the racks. He had 
walked it many times before, but not at this altitude with the 
bomb bay doors. open, and not with the bulky flight suit, flack 
vest, and certainly not with the plane buffeted by severe 
turbulence. 

But there was no time to ponder the problem. Dave 
took off his thick gloves, grabbed a screwdriver, and hanging 
on for dear life, edged his way along the catwalk to the 
bombs. With his heart in his throat, be managed to release 


[ was a daylight mission. The B-17 had just completed its 
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first one, and it fell clear of the rack! He quickly turned and 
repeated this maneuver on the other, and it also fell in the 
clear. 

Dave then sat down on the catwalk and watched 
them fall, finally exploding harmlessly on farmland far 
below. He signaled for the bomb bay doors to be closed, and 
for the first time in what had seemed an eternity, he relaxed a 
bit and realized that he had better get back to the heating 
cables before that sweat froze! 

The remainder of the mission was uneventful, and 
when their B-17, the “Heavenly Body”, touched down at the 
home base of the 612 Squadron, 401 Bomb Group, the crew 
had chalked up one more of the 35 missions they ultimately 
completed. 

This mission was in September 1944, Of the 
original crew, four are still around. Dave and the copilot 
returned to England in 1994 for a 50th Anniversary reunion 
of the Eighth Air Force, and all four of the living crew hope 
to meet together in San Diego in 1996. 

There is much more about Dave that could be 
chronicled. A native Bostonian, he entered Harvard in 1940, 
and while there he met a pretty gall named Jeanne from 
Skidmore College. They were married in April, 1944, six 
months before the “catwalk” experience. He returned to 
Harvard after the war and graduated in 1947. He had a long, 
successful career with the Bell system, working with New 
Jersey Bell, Northwest Bell, and AT&T. 

Dave has had a longer, successful career with 
Jeanne. They celebrated their fiftieth wedding anniversary in 
1994. 

Where is Dave now? Well, if you happen to attend 
the Central New Jersey QCWA Chapter 138 meeting, Dave 
might be that friendly guy sitting next to you. 

David Benton was first licensed in 1938 as WILKG. 
He became W2WSE in 1947 and still holds that call. He has 
also been licensed as EI4VGA, ZF1IDB, ZF20Y, 
VP9/W2WSE, and still holds the call VP2MDB. So you can 
see that he is a very active radio amateur who has enjoyed 
being on the DX end of pileups. 

Dave is not a typical member of QCWA, because 
there are no typical members! That fundamental requirement 
for membership—25 or more years of ham radio—means that 
every member has been a part of history. Every member of 
QCWA has a store of experiences that have helped to shape 
our hobby, our government, or our educational system, or our 
business environment, or many other aspects of our society. 

Wouldn’t it be fascinating to get some insight into 
some of the experiences that each of our fellow QCWA 
members have been through? Look around at your next 
Chapter meeting. There may be several of those familiar faces 
that have “Dave” stories to share. They are a part of: history!

pringtime on the Bands 
It’s a great time for DX! 


Whether you’re on RF or VHF, the spring season is 
usually a prime time for working DX. After a long winter, 
when you’ve been cooped up inside the house, the longer days and 
bursts of sunshine may draw you outside, and that’s OK. But there’s 
entertainment awaiting you when you come back into the shack, 
thanks to seasonal factors. 


HF 

Around the Spring Equinox, sunlight is illuminating the 
earth in a rather symmetrical manner. Instead of favoring the 
Norther or Southern Hemisphere, the sun is pounding directly down 
on the equator. This means that northerly and southerly polar paths 
are evenly bathed with the solar radiation that causes the F-layer to 
become ionized (thus creating HF propagation opportunities), and it 
also means that just about everyone in the world has the same amount 
of daylight and darkness. It’s a stable time of year, and it leads to 
some great DX paths. 

Unlike the middle of the summer season, the ionosphere is 
not cursed by D-layer absorption caused by intense solar radiation 
hitting the atmosphere. And unlike the middle of winter, there is 
sufficient daylight to allow the ionosphere to get “jump started.” 
Those wonderful Long Path openings on 40 and 20 can really get into 
high gear, bringing exotic Middle Eastern and African countries into 
your receiver with booming signals. Even 80 meters gets into the act; 
many West Coast DXers find that the best Short Path European 
openings happen in March and April, before the summer 
thunderstorms get into high gear. 

It’s just like the story of “The Three Bears”; “Not too hot, 
not too cold, but just right. 


VHF 

Although our illustrious Editor, Joe Lynch, is very much the 
expert in this regard, I hope he’ll grant me the liberty of offering 
encouragement about the Springtime DX opportunities on VHF. 

While tropospheric ducting openings can happen at any 
time, it seems as though the March and April time frame offers some 
of the best statistical chances for working DX. This is because of the 
tendency for large, stable air masses to form, creating ideal conditions 
for the formation of inversions (and the accompanying ducting 
phenomenon which can propagate VHF and UHF signals over long 


distances). With winter storminess 
decreasing, there is less turbulence 
to disrupt the formation of ducts, and 
the stage is then set for some 
DXcitement on the VHF bands 

The Gulf of Mexico is a 
frequent site of such openings. Paths 
from Texas and Louisiana to Florida 
and Cuba are not unusual on 144 
and 432 MHz, nor are North-South 
paths along the Mississippi River. 
The fun of tropospheric propagation 
is that gigantic power and antennas 
are not necessary; I have worked from my Los Angeles area QTH t to 
Hawaii on 432 MHz, running 25 watts and a small (6’ long!) 12- 
element Yagi clamped to a flagpole in my back yard. The trick is to 
be on the lookout for the propagation (by watching Amateur CW 
beacons or “oddball” weather channel FM stations), and be the first 
one to get established on a good frequency before the “pack” wakes 


up. 


Utilize weather fax printouts (available on HF) or just the 
evening weather report on TV to be alerted to potentially favorable 
weather conditions. Then get on, point your (however small) beam in 
the direction of interest, and call “CQ” for a while. Nobody will know 
if the band’s open if everybody is listening, and nobody’s 
transmitting 

Once you’ve worked all the tropo DX, take a deep breath— 
the Sporadic E season is just a few weeks away. 


In Closing 

With summer just around the corner, DX conditions should 
be excellent on 20, 17, and 15 meters, possibly extending up to 12 
and 10 meters. The much-ballyhooed decline of the 11-year sunspot 
cycle is, as I’ve noted in a previous column, simply an opportunity to 
benefit from the departure of the lazy DXers who expect loud DX 
signals to be dished up to them on a silver platter. . the pile-ups are a 
lot smaller these days! 

So before you give in to the temptation of spending your 
days in the back yard sipping on Mint Juleps, enjoy an extra helping 
of DX. It’s there for the picking, and it’s yummy as ever!

breakfast group asked me to talk about Alzheimer’s 

disease. Some of them who are caring for elderly parents 
are having to deal with this problem. Many of us are reaching 
the time in our lives when we may have the responsibility for 
caring for someone with this problem. 


S everal of my friends from our Saturday morning Ham 


Dementia 

Alzheimer’s disease is one of the most common of a 
group of conditions known as dementia. It is the loss of the 
ability to think, remember and reason to such a degree that it 
interferes with daily functioning. Dementia is not a specific 
disease itself; rather it is a group of symptoms that may be 
caused by certain diseases or conditions. The most well known 
causes of dementia are Alzheimer’s disease, multi-infarct 
dementia, Huntington’s disease, Pick’s disease, Creutzfeldt- 
Jakob disease and Parkinson’s disease. Among other 
conditions that may cause or mimic dementia are depression, 
nutritional deficiencies, drug reactions, head injuries, 
hydrocephalus, infections and thyroid disorders. 


Alzheimer’s Disease 

This is the most common of the dementias recognized 
today—affecting up to 4 million Americans. It is a progressive, 
degenerative disease that attacks the brain, impairing memory, 
thinking and behavior. Symptoms of Alzheimer’s disease 
include a gradual memory loss, declining ability to perform 
routine tasks, disorientation in time and space, impairment of 
judgment, personality change, difficulty in learning and loss of 
language and communication skills. The rate of progression 
varies among individuals. After the onset of symptoms the life 
span of an Alzheimer’s victim can range from 3 to 20 or more 
years. The disease eventually leaves its victims unable to care 
for themselves. The cause of the Alzheimer’s disease is 
unknown and an absolute diagnosis can only be made by 
microscopic examination of brain tissue, usually at autopsy. 

This disease will be discussed in greater detail later in 
the article. 


Multi-infarct Dementia 

Multi-infarct dementia is a deterioration of mental 
function caused by multiple strokes (infarcts) in the brain. Its 
onset tends to be more sudden than Alzheimer’s; however, the 
strokes may damage many small areas of the brain before 
becoming evident and therefore may mimic Alzheimer’s 
disease. While this disease may not be reversible, if its 
underlying cause (such as high blood pressure) can be treated, 
the progression of the disease may be modified. Multi-infarct 
dementia is usually diagnosed through a careful neurological 
examination combined with brain imaging techniques such as 
computerized tomography (CT) or magnetic resonance 
imaging (MRI). 
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Parkinson’s Disease 

Parkinson’s disease is a 
progressive disorder of the 
central nervous system that 
affects more than one million 
Americans. It is characterized 
by tremors, stiffness, speech 
impediments and difficulty 
initiating physical movements. 
Late in the course of the disease 
some patients develop dementia. 
The disease is due to a lack of 
the chemical dopamine. 
Medications such as levodopa, which is converted into 
dopamine in the brain, and deprenyl, which prevents further 
degeneration of dopamine-containing nerve cells, are 
beneficial in reducing the tremor in patients with Parkinson’s 
disease. Unfortunately, they do not help the mental changes in 
this condition. 


Huntington’s Disease 

Huntington’s disease is an inherited, degenerative 
disease affecting the mind and body of more than 25,000 
Americans, It usually doesn’t make its appearance until mid- 
life, when it causes intellectual decline along with 
characteristic irregular and involuntary movements of the 
limbs or facial muscles. Other symptoms include personality 
change, memory disturbance, slurred speech, impaired 
judgment and psychiatric problems. It may be diagnosed by 
family medical history, recognition of typical movement 
disorders and CT brain imaging. A specific chromosome 
abnormality has been identified. Although there is no 
treatment available to stop the progression of the disease, the 
movement disorders and psychiatric symptoms can be 
controlled with medication. The best known among the victims 
of this disease is folk-singer Woody Guthrie. It appears that his 
son Arlo has been spared the tragic legacy, 


Creutzfeldt-Jakob Disease 

Creutzfeldt-Jakob disease is a rare, fatal brain 
disorder caused by an unidentified transmissible infectious 
organism, probably a virus. Early symptoms include failing 
memory, changes in behavior and lack of coordination. As the 
disease progresses—usually rapidly—mental deterioration 
becomes pronounced, involuntary movements appear and the 
patient may develop blindness, weakness of the arms or legs, 
and ultimately lapse into coma. Like Alzheimer’s disease, a 
definitive diagnosis of Creutzfeldt-Jacob disease can be made 
only through examination of brain tissue, usually at autopsy. 


Pick’s Disease 
Pick’s Disease is also a rare brain disorder that, like 
Alzheimer’s disease, is usually difficult to diagnose. 


Disturbances in personality, behavior and orientation may 
precede and initially be more severe than memory defects. Like 
Alzheimer’s disease, a definitive diagnosis is usually obtained 
at autopsy. 


Normal Pressure Hydrocephalus 

Normal pressure hydrocephalus is an uncommon 
disorder involving an abnormality in the flow of cerebro-spinal 
fluid resulting in a buildup of the fluid on the brain. Symptoms 
of this condition include dementia, urinary incontinence and 
difficulty in walking. Normal pressure hydrocephalus may be 
caused by several factors including meningitis, encephalitis 
and head injury. It is usually diagnosed by CT or MRI. Early 
diagnosis may result in improvement by a neurosurgical 
procedure, insertion of a shunt to divert the excess spinal fluid 
away from the brain. 


Depression 

Depression is a psychiatric disorder characterized by 
sadness, inactivity, difficulty in thinking and concentration, 
feelings of hopelessness and sometimes suicide. Severely 
depressed individuals may appear to have significant dementia. 
Individuals with dementia may also develop depression that 
can exaggerate their intellectual deterioration. Depression, 
whether present alone or in combination with dementia, can be 
reversed with proper treatment. 


Other Causes 

Other causes of dementia (some of which are 
reversible) that should be considered are thyroid imbalance, 
nutritional deficiencies, drug toxicity (including alcohol) or 
interactions, brain tumor, chronic subdural hematoma 
(collection of blood between the brain and skull) and other 
chronic central nervous system infections such as syphilis 
or AIDS. 


Diagnosis of Dementia 

It is difficult to talk about the memory problems of 
Alzheimer’s disease without beginning to reflect a little on 
one’s own less than unfailing memory. In my personal 
experience of caring for patients in the same community for 
over thirty years, offhand I can’t recall a single individual 
among all of those who have come to me fearing they might be 
developing Alzheimer’s disease who was actually suffering 
from the disease. Most were just experiencing normal aging or 
were depressed. Unfortunately, I can remember many who at 
the end of an annual checkup mentioned in passing that their 
spouse was starting to have problems with their memory. Over 
the next several years I would see the problem slowly progress 
as their loved one developed the obvious picture of 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

In a pamphlet entitled Is It Alzheimer’s? the 
Alzheimer’s Association discusses these “ten warning signs”. 


° Recent Memory Loss That Affects Job Skills 
It’s normal to occasionally forget assignments, 
colleagues’ names, or a business associate’s telephone 
number and remember them later. Those with a 
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dementia, such as Alzheimer’s disease, may forget 
things more often, and not remember them later. 


Difficulty Performing Familiar Tasks 

Busy people can be so distracted from time to time 
that they may leave the carrots on the stove and only 
remember to serve them at the end of the meal. People 
with Alzheimer’s disease could prepare a meal and 
not only forget to serve it, but also forget they made it. 


Problems With Language 

Everyone has trouble finding the right word 
sometimes, but a person with Alzheimer’s disease 
may forget simple words or substitute inappropriate 
words, making their sentence incomprehensible. 


Disorientation of Time and Place 

It’s normal to forget the day of the week or your 
destination for a moment. But people with 
Alzheimer’s disease can become lost on their own 
street, not knowing where they are, how they got there 
or how to get back home. 


Poor or Decreased Judgment 

People can become so immersed in an activity that 
they temporarily forget the child they’re watching. 
People with Alzheimer’s disease could forget entirely 
the child under their care. They may also dress 
inappropriately, wearing several shirts or blouses. 


Problems With Abstract Thinking 

Balancing a checkbook may be disconcerting when 
the task is more complicated than usual. Someone 
with Alzheimer’s disease could forget completely 
what the numbers are and what needs to be done with 
them. 


Misplacing Things 

Anyone can temporarily misplace a wallet or keys. A 
person with Alzheimer’s disease may put things in 
inappropriate places: an iron in the freezer, or a 
wristwatch in the sugar bowl. 


Changes In Mood Or Behavior 

Everyone becomes sad or moody from time to time. 
Someone with Alzheimer’s disease can exhibit rapid 
mood swings—from calm to tears to anger—for no 
apparent reason. 


Changes In Personality 

People’s personalities ordinarily change somewhat 
with age. But a person with Alzheimer’s disease can 
change drastically, becoming extremely confused, 
suspicious, or fearful. 


Loss of Initiative 
It’s normal to tire of housework, business activities, or 
social obligations, but most people regain their 
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initiative. The person with Alzheimer’s disease may 
become very passive and require cues and prompting 
to become involved. 


If you recognize these symptoms in someone close to 
you they deserve further evaluation. The symptoms may 
develop so gradually and the person may seem so physically 
healthy that it is difficult to believe that they are ill. 
Frequently, both the individual and family members 
may deny the problem because the possibility of Alzheimer’s 
can be so frightening. However, depending upon the cause, the 
dementia may be reversible. The sooner a correct diagnosis can 
be made, the more you can plan for the future and manage the 
present. 

A good place to start is with the family physician. A 
complete evaluation should include a detailed medical history 
provided by the patient and someone who is well-acquainted 
with the patient. This should be followed by a thorough 
physical and neurological examination. Some form of mental 
status testing should be done to evaluate orientation, attention, 
recent recall and the ability to read, write, calculate, name, 
copy drawings, repeat, understand and make judgments. A 
psychiatric assessment may be needed to rule out psychiatric 
disorders, Laboratory studies, including blood chemistries, 
chest x-ray, electroencephalography (EEG), computerized 
tomography (CT scan) and EKG should be performed. Other 
studies should include tests to exclude other causes of dementia 
such as vitamin deficiency, thyroid disease, syphilis and AIDS. 

While none of these tests alone can make the 
diagnosis of Alzheimer’s disease, when their findings are 
considered together they may identify or eliminate other 
potential causes of dementia. 


Legal and Financial Planning. 

When the diagnosis of a dementia such as 
Alzheimer’s disease is made, an attorney should be consulted 
to arrange for such planning tools as: power of attorney, to 
empower someone to act on the individual’s behalf; a will; a 
living trust, to appoint a trustee to manage the individual’s 
assets; and a living will, to provide direction on how to make 
future medical decisions. Other topics include guardianship, 
property ownership and taxes. Financial planning is also 
essential to consider in-home assistance, a nursing home or a 
hospice. As much as possible, the person with Alzheimer’s 
disease should be involved in the planning. It is wise for all of 
us to consider making a living will before it is needed. 


Treatment 

In September of 1993 the FDA approved Cognex 
(tacrine) for use in patients with mild to moderate Alzheimer’s 
disease. While the drug may improve the memory in some 
patients it has not been found to alter the progression of the 
disease. The drug is potentially toxic to the liver and requires 
frequent monitoring by blood tests to be used safely. 

Drugs that are commonly used to treat neuro- 
psychiatric disorders are often tried on Alzheimer patients who 
exhibit such behavioral symptoms, with varying degrees of 
success. A great deal of progress has been made in the 
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development of non-drug treatments for behavioral symptom, 
such as regular scheduled activity. During the early stages of 
the disease encouraging tasks requiring motor skills (music 
playing, dancing, card playing, typing, drawing) can help to 
make the days more pleasurable to the patient and less 
frustrating to caregivers. Strategically placed cue cards around 
the house can help patients orient themselves and carry on 
tasks related to their self-care. Such simple measures as 
labeling the bathroom door may be helpful. 


Long Term Care 

Of the approximately 4 million Americans with 
Alzheimer’s disease 70% are cared for at home by family and 
friends while the other 30% occupy half of the nation’s 
nursing home beds. 

The decision to provide home care for the 
Alzheimer’s patient requires the caregiver to have the practical 
and emotional assistance of others as well as sufficient 
financial resources. Patients who qualify for Medicare 
assistance may utilize the aid of one of the many formal home 
health nursing services that are available. 

Caring for a person with dementia is a physically and 
emotionally exhausting job that can isolate the caregiver from 
the much-needed support and assistance of friends and family. 
Feelings of anger, fatigue, helplessness, grief or loneliness are 
normal and need a constructive outlet. The caregiver should 
not hesitate to ask their family and friends for help. These 
people often want to provide assistance but are unsure whether 
their concern might be an intrusion. 

One of the best sources of help is the Alzheimer’s 
Association. There are over 200 Chapters and 1500 support 
groups nationwide, where family members of patients with 
Alzheimer’s disease or a related disorder share their 
experiences, provide each other with emotional support, hear 
practical suggestions and learn to rebuild their lives. To locate 
a Chapter near you or to request more information on the 
subject call their toll free number, 1-800- 272-3900. 

Everyone has their limitations. At some point the 
patient’s needs may be more than a caregiver can handle, or a 
behavior problems, such as wandering, may place them at 
undue risk. The time may come when the patient must be 
placed in a long-term facility such as a nursing home. By 
acting responsibly in making decisions about care, the 
caregiver is not abandoning their loved one. Their time and 
devotion will continue to make the patient’s life better 
wherever he or she lives.

Disease I recommend a book, The 36-Hour Day which 
explains dementia and provides practical advice for dealing 
with many of the frustrating problems created by a family 
member with dementia.

Amateur Radio Satellite News

world with a Christmas present - another Amateur 

Radio Satellite, RS-15. This new “bird” was launched 
at 0300 UTC on 26 December, 1994, from the Baykonur Space 
Center on board a old SS-19 missile (first and second stages) 
and a new “Briz” (third stage). This issue will be largely 
devoted to the story of RS-15’s launch and first three months 
in orbit. 


(): Christmas night, 1994, the Russians presented the 


RS-15, Physical Description 

RS-15 is a one meter diameter sphere weighing 
approximately 70 kg. It utilizes the same spaceframe as the 
RS-3 through RS-8 satellites launched years ago. The 
electronic payloads include the transponder, two radio beacons, 
a CW broadcast bulletin board, a remote control system, and 
the telemetry system. No stabilization or orientation systems 
are included. All onboard electronic equipment was designed 
and built by a group of radio amateurs from Kaluga town (180 
km Southwest of Moscow) under the leadership of Aleksander 
Papkov. The control station for RS-15 is RS3A, located in 
Moscow, under the direction of Leonid Maksakov. 

The RS-15 bandplan follows: 
Uplink: 145.858 to 145.898 MHz at approximately 100 
Watts EIRP. 
Downlink: 29.354 to 29.394 MHz at up to 5 watts. 
Beacon 1: 29.3525 MHz at 0.4 to 1.2 Watts. 
Beacon 2: 29.3987 MHz at 0.4 to 1.2 Watts. 


The antennas are simple dipoles. With no 
stabilization system and dipole antennas, the spin modulation 
can be significant. 


The Orbit 

RS-15’s orbit is unique among Low Earth Orbit 
(LEO) satellites. In the first place, it’s altitude is 
approximately 2000 km or two times as high as RS-10 or RS- 
12. In the second place, it’s orbital inclination is 
approximately 64.8 degrees. These two characteristics combine 
to produce orbits that are in view for approximately 25-30 
minutes per pass. Approximately seven passes in a row are 
usable from 32.5 degrees North Latitude. DX opportunities are 
fantastic. From Ft. Worth, TX, mutual windows are available 
to Western Europe as far east as Moscow, Russia. To the 
South, coverage extends to Buenos Aires, Argentina. To the 
West, coverage extends to the Pacific Islands. Windows of 5 to 
6 minutes duration are common to most of Western Europe. 


The Ground Station 

Your ground station for RS-15 can be very simple. 
Ideally, it will consist of an all mode two meter rig and a ten 
meter receiver. RS-15 has a narrow (40 kHz wide) linear 
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transponder with a very limited 
power budget; therefore, CW 
and SSB are the preferred 
modes of operation through the 
transponder. Of course other 
options are available. A ten 
meter transmitter with a 
transmit converter up to two 
meters will work quite well and 
even a two meter FM rig can be 
used for CW if you disconnect 
the microphone and key the 
push to talk line. Please keep 
the power down to the minimum required for the QSO. (25 to 
50 watts should be sufficient for most passes with average 
antennas). A pre-amplifier ahead of the ten meter receiver will 
prove to be helpful, particularly if you have an older receiver. 

Ground station antennas play a very important part in 
a successful RS-15 operation. Remember this satellite is twice 
as high as our other Mode A “bird” RS-10. It also does not run 
as much power since it is an independent satellite. The old 
adage “if you can’t hear them, you can’t work them” takes on 
new meaning. I would highly recommend using a ten meter 
beam, steerable in azimuth, when the satellite is at low 
elevation angles (greatest distance from your QTH). As RS-15 
approaches higher elevation angles (above 30 degrees 
elevation) a low mounted (ten feet) Turnstile or a low one 
wavelength horizontal loop will outperform the ten meter 
beam. Of course the ten meter beam could be mounted with 
both azimuth and elevation drives, but this is not usually 
practical. Other combinations of antennas will work but not as 
well. I use a Turnstile mounted at approximately ten feet above 
ground and sticking through the short tower used for my other 
satellite antennas. 

For the two meter uplink, a two meter circularly 
polarized Yagi, steerable in azimuth and elevation, is 
obviously best, but the old “Silicon vs Aluminum” trade off 
can be done. This means that you can run more power to 
something as simple as a two meter vertical. Other omni 
directional antennas such as the Egg Beater, the Turnstile, and 
the Lindenblad will work well also. 


Initial Tracking Problems 

With multiple satellites being launched from a 
common launch vehicle, confusion usually reigns for a week or 
two while NASA/NORAD (with the help of dedicated 
observers) sort out the identity of each satellite and publish 
correct Keplerian Data for each “bird.” The RS-15 launch 
should have been much simpler since we were told that it was 
the only payload to account for and the only other object would 
be the spent third stage of the booster. Things did not work out 
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far exceeded the accuracy of the NASA/NORAD data. Ken 
kept refining his data and for approximately one month after 
launch, his data was by far the best available. 

Through contacts at NASA/NORAD, Ken was finally 
able to assist NASA/NORAD with the proper identification of 
RS-15, Why did this take so long? It finally became known 
that the third stage of the launcher “blew up” approximately 
ten minutes after the RS-15 separation leaving it mixed up 
with many fragments of “Space Junk.” This “Space Junk” 
made it almost impossible for the radars used for orbital 
determination to sort out the real RS-15. Only through slaving 
the RADARs to orbital predictions based on Ken’s data was 
NASA/NORAD able to make the final identification. Thank 
you Ken! 


Intermittent Operation 

By late February, 1995, intermittent operation of the 
RS-15 beacon and transponder was observed. Once again 
Satellite Operators put on their Sleuth Hats and went to work. 
It didn’t take too long to determine that the intermittent 
operation occurred during times that the satellite was in 
eclipse. Further investigation has shown that the batteries on 
board RS-15 can not stand the load of a fully functioning 
satellite for long when it is in eclipse. The problem is made 
worse when the satellite is heavily loaded with users and 


abusers of the satellite. The abusers run too much power on the 
uplink and cause a heavy drain on the downlink. Once the 
problem was known and published operations have improved; 
however, the eclipses are cyclic and good and bad periods will 
probably be experienced throughout the life of RS-15. Good 
operators will avoid operating during these eclipse periods and 
prolong the life of RS-15. 


New “Birds” 
Two new “birds” are now scheduled for launch on 28 

March, 1995. Both “birds” will ride on a common Russian 
launcher. One “bird” is UNAMSAT-1, built by students in 
Mexico on a AMSAT-NA Microsat spaceframe. The other 
“bird” is TECHSAT, built by the Technion group in Israel. 
Both of these “birds” are Amateur Radio Satellites and we 
eagerly await the launch and commissioning of them. 


Summary 

RS-15 is alive and well with interesting orbital 
characteristics making it a new “DX Bird.” Two new “birds” 
will launch before you read this. Finally, the recently 
completed STS-67 mission on the Shuttle was a record breaker 
for SAREX operations. See you on the “birds.”

ik original Low-Band DXing has been a popular book for a 


Antennas and Techniques is partitioned very much like the 
traditional ARRL antenna manual, but bears an active, an organic, rather 
than a referential spirit. You cannot just pick it up anywhere and stay on 
the same wavelength as its author. You have to dialogue with him and 
begin where all good books begin, at the outset. Following tradition with 
opening chapters on propagation, operating techniques, and equipment 
recommendations (including an outline of the new software), John sets 
forth a very careful set of fundamentals: a clear orientation on purpose, a 
list of definitions based on the needs of low-frequency work, and a solid, 
and memorable, feed line discussion. The antennas themselves are begun 
with a chapter on special receiving antennas to emphasize their 
exceptional importance in any propagation plan. Here we find, amongst 
other things, their unique requirements, the necessity for antenna diversity, 
why the switchable array is fundamental, and a good lesson on why we 
should take advantage of the magnetic component of an RF signal 
whenever we can. Dipoles, verticals, large loop antennas, vertical arrays, 
other arrays, Yagis and quads for the low bands are the remaining 
divisions which follow and are substantial texts to be studied. 

This logical sequence of chapters becomes rather exciting, by 
the way, when applied to a narrower frequency spectrum since space 
becomes available for both generous modeling as well as discussion 
depth. How often do you see low-HF dipole or beverage antennas 
modeled, let alone discussed fully, then arrayed, then compared with 
verticals, and with references to further reading? Vertical antennas 
themselves are given such extensive treatment that, combined with their 
discussion within vertical arrays, they occupy well over one fourth of this 
large book, nearly 120 pages. There are new antennas too. You’! find a 
description of John’s amazing new Four-Square antenna and in a special 
chapter on loop antennas you'll read about a dynamic low-band loop with 
amazing performance. And if you’re a Yagi fan, and really have the room 
and resources for physically moving elements, you need to see this book. 

Combine these discussions with really first rate engineering, 
with available software to support the text and your own program, with 
substantial referencing (there are over 760 bibliographed references), with 
recommendations based on a dramatically successful life in the down 
under (How does 245 countries on 160 meters in 7 years from a 1/2 acre 
lot sound? Or 35 zones and 113 countries on 80 meter CW in one 
weekend? That’s DXCC folks!), and you have before you the ingredients 
for DX-citement on the very low bands. 

Now resist the temptation to profess that you are not a DXer and 
so have different needs. Don’t you participate in MARS, or check into 
nets, or have schedules with a friend or relative across the grand divide, or 
want to work those last four zip-codes on 75, and aren’t those things 
important to you too? DXing simply entails selecting, planning, and 
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executing a radio plan so that air time is results oriented. Effective low- 
frequency management will accommodate a national net, a MARS 
program, a schedule with a good friend across the state, just as well as a 
world wide contest. 

Let me summarize Antennas and Techniques this way: it is a 
book written to challenge the reader into an antenna and propagation 
program of his own, and does this in at least three ways. First, it is not 
intended as a sole source. You will need data from other disciplines, 
information from other references, conversations with your own friends. 
You will want to use your wit, older handbooks, your junk box, your 
common sense, and often the permission of your wife and neighbor. 
Secondly, it is a program to emulate as you gain experience. Use the 
software modeling to aide you in estimating band openings, to ease on-site 
engineering calculations, and to document what you are doing. Antenna 
modeling is a great way to learn, to predict mistakes, to annotate 
experience, to ask “what if”, and refine that special antenna. Here’s an 
opportunity to make infamous that Arkansas Special, that Denver Zepp, 
or that Everglade Agitator. Thirdly, it is an admonition to become 
involved with the Literature, as the professionals say. Every professional 
works from the defined literature base of his interest. John’s references 
provide you with a fine working bibliography and many points of 
departure. Moreover, they are available on a source disk along with a 
functioning database which was designed for you to begin your own 
bibliography by adding the references of your choice. Need I say more?

Joseph Zelle, W8FAZ, accepts the Cleveland Chapter No. 1 “IIam 
of the Year” award for 1994 from Chapter Chairman Bernie 
Hinricksen, W2NTB. 


Chapter 1, Cleveland: Our Winter meeting was held Saturday, 
January 14 at the usual place preceded by luncheon. About 70 
members, spouses, and their friends attended. 

Once again our vice-chairman, Andy Doles, W8UDG, 
introduced the guest speaker. It was Mr. Christopher Pestak, from the 
NASA Lewis Research Center of Cleveland. 

Mr. Pestak is deputy manager of the Systems Engineering 
and Integration Division at the center. He has been with NASA since 
January 1983. 

He has worked on a variety of space flight projects, 
including the Atlas/Centaur and the Titan/Centaur launch vehicles, as 
well as several micro gravity space experiments, including the surface 
tension driven convection experiment (STDCE), which flew aboard 
the Space Shuttle during the summer of 1992. 

With all that experiment plus his pleasant personality, he 
held the entire group spellbound. The subject covered manned space 
flight in America, interweaving it with frequent references to the 
accomplishments of the Soviet Cosmonauts. 

Many questions from the audience indicated familiarity and 
tremendous interest in space activity. In fact Mr. Pestak offered to 
come again to talk about the outer space achievements. 

Everyone was extremely pleased as could be gathered from 
the remarks heard for a couple of Wednesday nights on the QCWA, 
Cleveland Chapter No. 1 net on 146.88 MHz. (-600) at 8 PM. Anyone 
within hearing distance is invited to join us every week.

(With a cable-ready TV hooked to an outdoor antenna, the conversion 
frequencies in the TV permit any ham to “SWL” the TV 
transmissions on channel 58,which Is 734-740Mhz on the RF input), 
They emphasized that high gain antennas and good RC-6/U cable 
make all the difference. They explained that any inexpensive video 
camera, including those used in security systems, a VHF or UHF FM 
transmitter with a tiny video modulator added, any working TV 
modified to convert the ham frequency to an unused local VHF 
channel, and a standard voice transceiver to handle the audio are all 
that one needs to work amateur TV, 

I was unfamiliar with RC-6/U and forgot to ask them, but 
looked it up later in the parts catalog. It’s 75-ohm 100% shielded 
coaxial cable with a solid center conductor, used primarily in CATV 
work. This is the self-same cable I had branded as cheap and 
worthless! Not so—and the prompter of a personal education 
regarding coax, and not from the Handbook (it is not in there!). 

We thank W2YIK for a generous donation to our chapter treasury. It 
was agreed our next meeting would be a luncheon at Weber’s 
Restaurant on January 27th. 

I report with great regret that Charlie Fox, W2UYE, 
became a Silent Key just prior to our meeting.

By 1923 vacuum tubes 
had become both generally accessible and of value to the budding 
experimental amateur market enabling him to progress from spark to 
voice. In 1927, he obtained first “real radio job” as a constructor of 
radio transmitters for the geophysical division of Sun Oil Company. 
When the Great Depression curtailed the job in 1930 he soon found 
employment with the City of Dallas police department building and 
installing “one-way radios” in police cars (the predecessor of the 
modem 2-way mobile radio). By 1933 his technological reputation 
and level of licensing gained for him an offer of employment by The 
Dallas Morning News to operate and maintain the 50K W transmitter 
of its pioneer radio station, WFAA (founded in 1922 and a major 
present-day television station). 


Gus Howard, W5KM, along with his wife, Annie, is honored by 
Chapter 41 on the occasion of his 90th birthday. 


In 1940, following a demanding 3-day competitive 
examination administered to him a year earlier, he was offered 
employment with the Radio Intelligence Division of the Federal 
Communications Commission and embarked upon a fascinating

attomey, a useful adjunct in regulation matters. Gus enjoys a well 
earned reputation as a raconteur of many funny stories garnered over 
a lifetime of association with radio operators in all walks of life and 
endeavors.

Dave said that the Stealth aircraft techniques that made it invisible to 
radar were first printed in a little-read Russian scientific report which 
Lockheed used in their designs. 

Charlie Anderson, NF3X, told about a prank at Martin 
Aircraft played on one of the conceited electronics lab engineers. This 
fellow believed that nothing he ever did went wrong, so some of his 
coworkers integrated a long piece of plastic tubing into his current 
project. At the instant he applied power, a large cloud of smoke came 
out of the equipment, mucli to his confusion. The smoke originated 
from a cigar smoker located at the other end of the plastic tubing. 
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Roy Cartier, K4AC, had a story about one of the Army radar 
installations in Hawaii during WW-IL. This was a long-range system 
to detect approaching shipping; everything tested OK, but its range 
was extremely limited. Roy was called upon to diagnose the problem, 
and found the equipment itself had no problem. However, when he 
inspected the antenna, he found that it had been newly painted; it 
tumed out that the paint was the wrong kind. 

Dave Bums called attention to the Westinghouse Museum 
near BWI Airport; it has specimens of W.W.II radar, along with many 
Other interesting exhibits. 

Perry Crabill. told about his first ZL QSO; he was very 
excited to work New Zealand with only 75 watts, then the other 
station said “My Name is Ian; I’m running 15 watts, and I’m blind.” 
He also told about his first QSO after getting his license in August 
1938. It took three days of calling CQ and calling other stations on 40 
meters before his 3.5 watt type 47 tube crystal oscillator made a 
contact across town with Bill Colvin, a ham who was a Navy 
radioman. 

Forty years later, Perry received his QSL card back from 
Bill, now K4HON in Clanton, Alabama, who wanted to know if he 
was still using the 47 crystal oscillator. Bill had stayed in the Navy 
after W.W.II and made Chief Warrant Officer before finally retiring. 
He and Perry had weekly schedules for a number of years on 40 
meters until Bill and his Wife moved to a retirement home in Florida. 
They corresponded from time to time after that, and then Bill’s letters 
stopped coming. Perry found Bill’s name listed among the Silent 
Keys in the QCWA Journal last year. 

Ed Rich told about the time he was teaching a course for the 
Army on 40 kW transmitters. He hooked one up to a rhombic antenna 
and made some ham band contacts; as a result, he received a citation 
from Boulder, Colorado, for using excessive power. 

Charlie Anderson said that exceptional conditions Occurred 
during the ten meter contest on December 11; he was working New 
England Stations not usually heard. During this time he observed 
some unusual cloud formations.
